Fremont (O.,) Jan. 18. ay the As- 
sociated Press.| The news of the death 
of ex President Hayes was received this 
morning by the citizens with great sor- 
row. Bhe whole city is already in 
mourning, and flags are at half-mast, 
testifying to the regard in which he 
was held. Telegrams of condolence are 
pouring in from people of prominence 
from all parts of the country. Espe- 
cially touching were the telegrams of 
condolence received from old army 
friends and_ soldiers’ 
throughout the country. 


The. Hayes mansion today was very | 


quiet. Birchard Hayes and family ar- 
rived on the morning train from To- 
ledo, while Scott came from Canton.

I deeply sympathize with 
you in your bereavement. 

The funeral arrangements are in the 
hands of Col. H. S. Buckland, but this is 
understood to be only temporary. 
Nothing more definite is yet known be- 
yond the fact that the hour is set at 2 
p.m. Friday. : 

The Loval Legion of Massachusetts 
telegraphed that the members would 
attend the funeral in a body. The 
‘Mayor issued a proclamation this aft- 
ernoon calling upon citizens to meet to- 
night for the purpose of*passing suitable 
resolutions and making arrangements 
for the care of people that will be pres- 
ent during the funeral. The City Coun- 
cil also met and passed suitable’ resolu- 
tions. The Odd Fellows, of which Gen. 
Hayes was a member, met tonight for a 
similar purpose. The Sandusky County 
Bar Association will meet tomorrow at 
10 o’clock to draw up resolutions of 
respect, and for the purpose of trans- 
acting other business with reference to 
the death of the ex-President. 

At a citizens’ meeting this evening 
arrangements for the funeral were 
prgctically completed. Col. Buckland 
announced that the General would li 
in state from early Friday morning ih 
order to permit citizens to view the re- 
mains in the morning and visiting 
guests inthe afternoon. The funeral 
services will be very simple and very 
similar to those at the funeral of Mrs. 
Hayes. Rev. J. W. Barshferd, of Ohio 
Wesleyan University, at Delaware, will 
conduct the services and the local 
G.A.R. will probably have simple cere- 
monies. Gen. Hayes was born at Dela- 
ware and Mrs. Hayes received part ot 
her education there. After Mrs. Hayes’s 
death the General erected a simple 
family monument of Vermont granite 
om the family lot. On it is a blank 
space for his own name and in compli- 
ance with his wishes he will be laid be- 
side his life companion. 


THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 


A Sad Shock—The President's Action— 
Congress Adjourns—Many Tributes. 

WasHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| The sudden death of ex- 
President Hayes caused a decided shock 
in ofticial life here. The fact was re- 
called that his last appearance here 
was during the last Grand Army en- 
campment, when he and Gen. Butler, so 
lately deceased, were cheered continu- 
ously along the line of stair Saring the 
parade. 

A special meeting of the Cabinet was 
held this afternoon, at which the folow- 
ing executive order was drafted and 
adopted: 

To the people of the United States: The 
death of Rutherford B. Hayes, who was 
President of the United States from March 
4, 1877. to March 4, 1881, at his home in 
Fremont, O., at 31 p.m. yesterday, was an 
event the announcement of\which will be

cere sorrow. His public service extended 
overy many years and over a wide range of 
official duty. He was a patriotic citizen, a 
lover of the fag and of our free institu- 
tions, an industrious and conscientious civil

and helpful neighbor, and the honored head 
of a happy Christian home. He has stead-

In voicing the sentiment of the 
Democrats of Ohio toward Hayes, Rep- 
resentative Outhwaite (Dem.). said:

garded him asa conscientious man, a 
patriotic man, and as a man devoted to 
the interests of his State and country.” 
Representative Dugan (Dem.) said: 
‘Hayes was popular in Ohio. The 
Democrats never blamed him person- 
ally forthe result in 1876. He did 
no more than Tilden. They both per- 
mitted their respective party friends to 
work the matter out, and I do not think 
any blame attachés in the minds of

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Brief and Authentic Sketch of Stephen M. 
White's Life. 


Stephen Mallory White was born in San 


Francisco on the 19th of January, 1853. 


His father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. ‘Wwill- : 
Jam White, landed tn San Francisco in 


1849, aftera six months’ trip from New 
York around Cape Horn. In September, 
1853, after having merchandised in San 
Francisco for about three years, and’ hav- 
{ng sustained severe losses by reason of 
_the great fires Which devastated the me- 
tropolis gt. that period, Mr. White, Sr., 
moved hisfamily to Pajaro Valley, Santa 
Cruz county, where they resided for nearly 
twenty-five years. Stephen was taught at 
home and at private and public schools 
until he reached the age of 15 years, when 
he and his elder brother Edward, who is now 
a prominent citizen in Santa Cruz county, 
were sent to St.. Ignatius College, .San 
Francisco, and from thence to Santa Clara 
College. At the age of 18 Stephen gradu- 


ated and thereupon commenced the study~ 


of law with Judge A. W. Blair, who is now 
a resident of Los Angeles city, and finished 


his iegal training in the city of Santa Cruz] 


under the guidance first of Judge Hagan 
and afterward of C. B. Younger, Esq: He 
Was admitted to the bar ofthe Supreme 


Court at the age of 21 years, in April, 
1874. In November of the same year he 
commenced practicing in Los “Angeles city, 
where he has ever since resided. In 1875 
Mr. White was nominated upon an inde- 
pendent ticket for District Attorney of this 
county, and although he ran largely ahead 
ot his ticket, he was defeated. In 1876 he 
took a prominent part in the Tilden cam- 
paign in the interest of the Democratic 
ticket. This also was the case in 1878. 
In the electior of, 1879 he did not pratici- 
pate in State politics. Itis presumed that 
he did not interfere because of the fact 
that his father was a candidate upon the. 
Workingmen’s ticket for Governor, and he 
did not believe that that organization could 
accomplish any of the purposes for which 
it was formed. In 1880 he wasa delegate 
to the Democratic State Convention at Oak- 
land, taking active part in the proceedings 
of that body. ° In 1882 he nominated 
George Stoneman for Governor, at San 
José, and canvassed the State vigorously 


in suppor of his favorite, in 
the same year he was elected Dis- 
trict Attorney of this county, re- 


ceiving the largest vote of any candidate 

upon any ticket. In 1884 he presided 

over the famous Stockton convention, and 
upon this occasion public attention was 
first directed to him as a presiding officer. 

In 3886 he was chairman ofthe conven- 

tion before which Gov. Bartlett was nomi- 

mated, and was snbsequentlv a successful 
aspirant forthe State Senatorship of the 
Thirty-eighth District, his opponent being 
“Hon. Henry T. Hazard. In 1888 he_was 
chairman of the Committee on Resolutions 
of the State Convention,jand was electeda 
delegate tothe Democratic National Con- 
vention, running ahead of all other aspir-. 
“ants. He was chosen asthe temporary 

presidiag officer ofthe St. Louis conven- 
~ tion, -onducted the proceedings of 
' that body as its chairman for a 
large portion of the period covered by 
‘its business. In 1890 he made the ques- 
tion of the election of Senators by direct 
vote of the people a leading one, and his 
speech before the San José convention upon: 
the subject of the.Senatorial indorsement 
attracted widespread and favorable com- 
mént. He vigorously advocated the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and especially criticised Sen- 
ator Stanford's political career, andargued 
against the election of mento the Senate 
by corrupt methods. He received all of the 
votes of the Democratic minority of that 
Legislature for the Senatorship. During 
the. last campaign Mr. White was very 
active inthe interests of the Democratic 
arty, and, representing that organization, 

e engaged in a debate upon the tariff with 
Hon. M. M. Estee, who championed the 
Republican side of the question. 

Mr..White is related upon his father's 
side to Congressman W. Bourke Cockran 
and upon his mother’s side to Congressman 
Stephen R. Mallory, Jr.

The Trial of De Lesseps and Others 
‘Nearing a Close. 


How the Canal Conspirators Forwarded 
Their Nefarious Scheme Under the 
Cloak of Religion—Clemon- 
ceau Implicated, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Paris, Jan. 18.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Republicans, ignoring 
personal differences, are rallying to the 
cause of the government. Goblet 
states that he will not associate himself 
with a campaign designed to provoke a 
Presidential crisis. This sentiment is 
generally expressed by other prominent 
men whom the reactionists had hoped 
to attract to their side through motives 
of personal ambition. The detection of 
royalist plotting at home, and the in- 
creasing interest taken in French af- 
fairs abroad have served to weaken the 
hold of the Panama scandal on the pub- 
licmind, andthe enemies of the gov- 
ernment also find the public more and 
more incredulous in view of the earnest 
prosecution of De Lesseps and his as- 
sociates, and of the assertion that Pres- 
ident Carnot and the Ministry have 
nothing to conceal.

He then is left not unfrequently 
without money, and no means of getting 
back to the city except by footing it, 
and so the wily agent can rest easy, with 
the reasonable assurance that his victim 
will not turn up and make trouble.
